WASHINGTON, March 20 


— (AP) — President Roosevelt 
stepped into the automobile 
and railroad labor disputes 
today and in two quick moves 
acted for settlements. 


He invited the spokesmen 


of the automobile employers 
and employes to talk things 
over at the white house and 
asked a postponement of the 
strike scheduled for tomor- 
row. 


In addition, he warried the 


railroad labor executives and 
employes to reach a quick 
understanding on wages in 
the public interest, proposing 
again a six months' extension 
of the existing wage agree- 
ment. 


* WASHINGTON, March 20— (/P)— 
President Roosevelt today warned 
railway employers and workers to 
settle their wage dispute and sug- 
gested a public commission to ex- 
amine the controversy. 
The president took this action 
shortly after railway employes had 
demanded a 20 per cent wage in- 
crease above what they are now 
getting, effective July 1. 
In a letter to the conferring rail- 
way executives and labor officials, 
the president repeated his proposal 
for a six months' extension of the 
present wage agreement. 
"It is a 
profound 
disappoint- 
ment," said the president, "to learn 
that no progress toward an agree- 
ment has been made at the con- 
ference. 
"I fear that sight is being lost of 
the most important factor of all, 
the good of the country. 
"If no agreement is reached, and 


i in default of arbitration, it may be 
| necessary 'for me with due regard 
I to the protection of the general 
public interest, to appoint a com- 
mission to examine thoroughly into 
the labor controversy, covering all 
classes of railroad employment, in 
order that the country may be ad- 
vised of the merits." 
Mr. Roosevelt also gave notice to 
the railroads that he felt some of 
the wages being paid employes were 
below the minimums established in 
the NRA codes, "if not actually be- 
low a subsistence basis." '

Johnson Apparently Fails 


To Find Solution in 
N. Y. Conferences. 


NEW YORK, March '20— (/P)— 


Leaders of the automobile manu- 
facturing industry, in session here 
in an attempt to avert a threat- 
ened strike in the industry, an- 
nounced this afternoon they would 
go to Washington tonight in re- 
sponse to a request from President 
Roosevelt. 


"The automobile manufacturers 


were advised by General Johnson 
this afternoon that the president 
desired to see them tomorrow," said 
a statement issued after an all-day 
session. 


"Accordingly a committee of the 


directors of the national automo- 
bile chamber of commerce who 
have been meeting in New York 
will go to Washington tonight in 
response to the president's sum- 
mons. 


"Mr. Green and Mr. Collins of 
the American Federation of Labor 
(William Green is president of the 
federation and Collins is in charge 
of strike activities in the Detroit 
area) have admitted that the strike 
is not for hours and wages and 
said that they have called the 
strike because of the charges which 
they make that the manufacturers 
have not complied with the law. 


"The manufacturers assert that 


they have complied with the law 
in letter and spirit and that Mr. 
Green is using his foficial position 
in NRA and on the national labor 
board to foment the strike in .the. 
hope the men will believe the gov- 
ernment is behind the American 
Federation of Labor in its efforts 
to organize them." 
This statement was issued after 


there had been every indication 
that attempts by Administrator 
Johnson to bring about peace had 
failed to accomplish their purpose.

CITY APPROVES 


U. S. JAIL PACT 


Federal Prisoners May 


Be Sentenced To 


Lincoln Cells. 


The city council Tuesday ap- 
proved a contract between the city 
and the federal government 
the care of federal prisoners 


forin 
the city jail. For services includ- 
ing "ordinary" medical care, 
the 
city will be paid 60 cents a day 
per prisoner. Extra fees will be 
paid in the case of a protracted 
illness or operative cases. 
To comply with the agreement, 
the police department will have to 
purchase ten mattresses, blankets, 
sheets, pillow slips, towels and 
tooth brushes, Police Chief W. C. 
Condit said. The total expense 
will not exceed $50. 
The contract does not become 
effective 
until signed by federal 
authorities in Washington, D. C. 
It runs for three years. 
Chief Condit said he believes 
revenue from the government for 
care of the federal prisoners will 
amount to more than J1.300 per 
year, judging from the number of 
federal sentences last year. From 
this amount, he said, it is hoped 
that enough profit can be gained 
to pay for most of the meals given 
to local prisoners. 
The government requires that 
federal prisoners must receive three 
meals per day. while city prisoners 
are given but two. The govern- 
ment also requires that federal 
prisoners be "exercised'' each day.

Greek Authorities. 


ATHENS, March 20—(AP)—Sam- 
uel Insull plans to return to the 
United States after the excitement 
of his case dies down and live in 
America "peacefully the rest of his 
life," one of the aged fugitive's 
Greek attorneys told the Associated 
Press today. 
The lawyer, Mr. Xeros, declared 
he was in communication with 
Insull's ship on-the Mediterranean. 
For all their efforts to check the 
aged fugitive's course across the 
Mediterranean, 
Greek authorities 
still were without definite indica- 
tion of his whereabouts today. 
When last 
heard 
from, 
the 
Maiotis was holding a true course 
toward the Suez canal, believed by 
some to be carrying Insull toward 
Abyssinia or Syria. 
Although Insull's destination re- 
mained more of a mystery than 
ever to the public, the attorney said 
Mrs. Insull and her husband's law- 
yers were maintaining close touch 
with Insull by special code. 
"Insull seems happy now in calm 
weather," the lawyer said. 
"Wherever he is going now, he 


will make his permanent home if 
the United States continues to per- 
secute him. 
"Mrs. Insull will go to Paris 
Saturday and thereafter will leave 
for London within a few days," 
Xeros added. 
.Insull may visit as many as 20 
countries before be finds a haven, 
said Xeros.

Benon said that Switz, a former 


salesman, had uncovered the gang's 
operation and the part he and his 
wife played in its work. 


He said they came here on a pay 


of 
5,000 francs —about $335 —a 


month. 


The examining magistrate who 


has quizzed the American couple 
since their arrest last December in- 
dicated the Americans would bene- 
fit from their revelation, by refer- 
ring to Article 10 of the new 
French espionage law which light- 
ens the punishment in cases where 
"voluntary" information is given. 


The judge said 10 inspectors had 
been working on the case since 
last June. 
He said their inquiry has already 


or will in the future reach the en- 
tire world and touch virtually all 
countries. 
M. Klptz, lawyer for the Switzes, 


said their spy ring revelations were 
made because long reflection in 
prison had brought them to an un- 
derstanding of the real significance 
of what they had been doing.

BISMARCK, N. D.. March 20—W) 
—Gov. William A. Langer today 
proclaimed a moratorium on obliga- 
tion of business men to their cred- 
itors. 
A second proclamation declared 
it unlawful to oust an owner from 
his farm home until he has had 
"full opportunity and time to se- 
cure the benefits of the act of con- 
.gress relating to the refinancing of 
farm lands." 
The 
moratorium 
on business 
debts, which expires automatically 
July 15, declared it unlawful levy 
upon or attach for debt any stock 
of merchandise, 
shop equipment, 


furniture or fixtures. 
Provision was made for creditors 
to apply to the district court for 
attachments in cases where it can 
oe shown the merchant can make 
payments demanded without "mate- 
rial loss" to his business. 
In his proclamation the governor 
asserted hundreds of business men 
are unable to meet their obligations 
because of the "financial* ruin which 
has befallen farmers in this state."

WASHINGTON, March 20 


— (AP) — Prospects for an 
early beginning on the Suther- 
land and Columbus projects 
in Nebraska became brighter 
today as a telegram from Sec- 
retary I c k e s to Governor 
Bryan of Nebraska indicated 
the approach of a complete 
understanding of the projects. 


The secretary in his message re- 


ferred to a message March 17, from 
the governor. Ickes suggested three 
changes in the governor's proposals 
for the projects and said that if 
these were made, the agreements 
for the projects would be "satisfac- 
tory" and he would give immediate 
orders to proceed. 
Text of Message. 


The text of Ickes' message to the 


governor follows: 


"Referring to your telegram ot March 
17. I would suggest the following complete 
wording lor paragraph 12. order of ap- 
proval, referred- to 'prevent unfair com- 
petition between private and municipal 
corporations where same are selling to 
same area, the rates for such area for 
electric power will be the same to both 
at the same point of delivery, and all 
such rates shall be satisfactory to the 
go\ ernment." 


Reference paragraph n, I believe you 
are unduly concerned regarding lobby fees 
for commissions. 
No such costs can Be 
charged against these projects except as 
approved by this department. 
Payment 


will be made only for legitimate services 
rendered. These charges will b» reason- 
able and will not add unduly to costs ot 
projects. 
Your reference to commission 
on Middle Loup Nebraska project does not 
affect agreements now in question 
If 


you have any definite information regard- 
ing irregularities In Columbus or Suther- 
land projects T TPlUr-spprecalte receiving 
same in confidence. 
You can have atf 
personal assurance that these projectts 
will be above reproach in every way 
Paragraph 14 should read a, follows: 
•The breacn of any of the conditions here- 
in recited shall be ground for cancella- 
tion and revocation of these water rights 
in the manner and upon the terms and 
conditions provided by law.' 
If you will 
eliminate paragraph 13 and modify para- 
graphs 12 and 14 as above suggested, 
agreements will be satisfactory to admin- 
istration and I shall give immediate or- 
ders to proceed." 


Gov. C. W. Bryan early Tuesday 


afternoon said he had not received 
Secretary Ickes' telegram and de- 
clined to comment upon press dis- 
patches containing the text of the 
message until he had seen it. 


Bryan added, however, that he is

What history may call the Bryan- 


Mullen debate over who is respons- 
ible for delay in getting construc- 
tion started on Nebraska's two great 
public power and irrigation districts 
—Sutherland and Columbus-bended 
in disorder when the former demo- 
cratic national committeeman sought 
to reply to the governor's address 
before the 
Nebraska League of 
Municipalities Monday afternoon. 
Taking then- cue from Vice Presi- 
dent L. C. Westwood's refusal 
to 
permit Mullen the floor in rebuttal, 
many of the several hundred ner- 
sons shouted "Throw him out" as 
Mullen was ushered to his seat by 
C. E. Beals, Crete, secretary-treas- 
urer of the league. 
Favor Projects. 
Despite this show of apparent an- 
tagonism to Mullen, however, mem- 
bers of the league at an informal 
meeting following the general dis- 
cussion expressed themselves in 
hearty support of the two 
giant 
power and irrigation developments 
and that the league should use 
means at its disposal to speed final 
approval of the projects and im- 
medite start of construction work. 
Governor Bryan addressed 
the 
assembly in defense of his part in 
the complex 
situation that has 
twice brought from Waashington 
warnings that PWA loans and the 
grants to the two projects totalling 
$15,000,000 were imperiled. The chief 
executive followed Mullen on the 
stand. Mullen concluded his re- 
marks, in which he lashed 
the 
state's opposition to the PWA uy 
reserving the right to speak further 
If necessary. 
Mullen Insists On Reply. ' 
Governor Bryan's allusion to 2 
per cent contracts to attorneys for 
lobbying fees brought Mullen to his 
feet in the midst of an ovation that; 
greeted the conclusion of Bryan's 
speech. Mullen addressed the chair, 
asserting that he wanted to reply 
to reflections cast upon his char- 
acter by the governor, but West- 
wood ruled him out of order. 
As Mullen insisted, 
Westwood 
threatened to appoint a sergeant at 
arms to "throw you out." 
Beals 
urged Mullen to his seat and the 
roar of approval that greeted West- 
wood's declaration subsided. 
Westwood then pointed out that 
it was not Mullen to whom the 
governor referred when he men- 
tioned 2 per cent contracts for lobby 
fees. 
"Thank you. Mr. Chairman, that's 
all I wanted to say," said Mullen 
from his seat and he was applauded. 
Fisher Denies Contracts. 
At that point, Mayor C. H. Fish- 
er of Ogauala, who spoke in de- 
fense of the Sutherland project dur- 
Jng the morning, arose to declare 
that no one has a contract call-rg 
for 2 per cent of the total cost of 
construction either with the-Suth- 
erland or the Columbus project. 
As the meeting broke up, repre- 
sentatives of municipalities gath- 
ered around the speaker's table for 
an informal discussion of the two 
projects. 
"This looks like just a political 
scrap between two fellows wanting 
to get control of a party," West- 
wood observed, and fellow leaguers 
assented. 
The league members expressed 
themselves as satisfied that some- 
how between the state government 
and the federal government the 
municipalities will get protection 
In the matter of nondiscrlminatory 
rates to be charged by the two pro- 
jects for their future power output 
Near Clash Occurs. 
Once during Bryan's speech, it 
appeared that a bitter argument 
was about to break out, when Mul- 
len arose to challenge the governor. 
Bryan was outlining what he de- 
scribed as his efforts to prevent un- 
necessary attorney fees for lobby- 
ing being paid by one of the state's 
proposed power districts, and was 
reading a telegram to Secretary 
Ickes, citing the 2 per cent contract 
an attorney has with this district. 
Mullen jumped to his feet and 
demanded to know to whom the 
governor was referring In his tele- 
gram. 
Bryan replied that if Mullen 
would wait until the telegram was 
finished he would understand, and 
the former national committeeman 
sat down. 
Bryan was referring to the Middle 
Loup public power district and a 
contract which he claims former 
Attorney General C. A. Sorensen 
ha* with the district calling for the 
payment of 2 per cent of the total 
cost of construction for Sorensen's 
activities on behalf of the district 
The governor has referred to this 
alleged contract on a number of oc- 
casions as evidence of what he is 
combating. 
To Oppose Bryan Candidacy. 
Denied the opportunity to reply 
to Bryan. Mullen, in a talk Monday 
evening, announced that he will do 
everything in his power "to prevent 
the nomination and election of

Charles W. Bryan for United States 
senator." 
Mullen said he was considering 
seriously whether to enter the race 
against his old political feudist, de- 
claring he was willing to do any- 
thing to defeat Bryan in the sena- 
torial race. 
Mullen lashed Bryan for his refer- 
ence to lobbying at Washington in 
ttie interest of the Sutherland and 
Columbus tJrojects and asserted that 
Bryan ought to start his campaign 
against lobbying at home. 
"Bryan should start with 
his 
brother-in-law, Tom Allen," Mullen 
snapped. "For thirty years his of- 
fice has been the center of the most 
notorious lobby in the state. He has 
grown rich at it" 
Opening up on the water projects 
controversy, Mullen said the trouble 
with Bryan is, he thinks he has 
something to do with those projects. 
"Bryan is assuming that he has 
control of these propjects. when as 
a matter of fact he has nothing 
to do with them It is a matter be- 
tween the United States govern- 
ment, which is loaning the money 
and the districts, which have to pay 
it back."

Dowager Queen Emma, beloved for 
her charities and honored alike by 
Holland's rich and poor, died this 
morning of bronchitis. She was 75 
years old. 


The queen mother, widow of King 
William HI, and mother of Queen 
wilhelmina, 
had

from 
bronchitis for some time, but be- 
came gravely ill only a few days 
ago. 


From the first she was attended 
almost constantly by her daughter, 
Queen Wilhelmina and granddaugh- 
ter.

Trade Commission Says 


NRA Insures Control 


By Larger Units. 


WASHINGTON, March 2Q—<jry— 


The trade commission reported to 
the senate today the NRA code for 
the iron and steel industry had in- 
sured its control by the larger units, 
had caused price fixing and pro- 
duced violations of commission or- 
ders. 


These statements were made by 


the commission in reply to a sen- 
ate resolution requesting an investi- 
gation of the steel code with refer- 
ence to price fixing, price rises and 
other effects of the code. 
In a general survey, the commis- 
sion said "the distribution of vot- 
ing power among members of the 
code is such as to insure control by 
the larger producing interests." 
The price system of the code was 
said to be in violation of the 1924 
order of the commission which for- 
bade the use of a basing-point prac- 
tice which provided that prices 
should be based on one or more 
shipping 
points 
regardless 
of 
whether the products actually were 
manufactured at such point, 
and 
that freight could be added from 
such basing point regardless 
of 


where it was shipped from. 
Price System Example. 
The price system was said further 
to tend "to eliminate the small en- 
terprise not located at the basing 
point by requiring jt to charge the 
same amount for freight on deliv- 
eries in its immediate vicinity as if 
the products had 
been in 
fact 
shipped from the basing point which 
is commonly a point at which mills 
of large competitors are located." 
The commission cited as an ex- 
ample a steel mill which is located 
in Duluth that must charge its local 
customers the uniform mill base 
price charged by other mills in its 
district and, in addition, $6.60 per 
ton— the freight rate from Chicago, 
which it not paid at all.

The commission, reserving the 
right to issue formal complaints if 
it desires, pointed out that the na- 
tional industrial recovery act, pro- 
vides, "for means to pursue effec- 
tively pajths demonstrated to be 
sound and desirable."

STOCK CONTROL 


BILL LAUNCHED 


Measure Rewritten In 


Line With Adminis- 


tration's Ideas. 


Treasury and Reserve 


System Officials are 


Called to Testify. 


WASHINGTON, March 20—04')— 


A stock market control bill, sharply 
rewritten in line with the ad- 
ministration's ideas, started on its 
way through the congressional mill 
today. 
Treasury and federal reserve sys- 


tem officials, who supervised the 
redrafting, were called as first wit- 
nesses by Chairman Rayburn of 
the 
house interstate commerce 


committee, a co-author of the con- 
troverted Fletcher-Rayburn bill. 


The new measure emerged last 


night from a cmomittee of federal 
experts. They had labored over it 
for a week in line with a presi- 
dential 
admonition 
that 
it be 


"strong" but also shaped to assure 
congressional adoption. 


One major alteration was made 
in the requirements to govern mar- 
ginal trading, the Fletcher-Baybum 
provision on which drew heavy fire 
from Wall street. 


As in the original bill a cash 
margin of 60 per cent would be 
necessary. But where the loan value 
of a stock in the original was lim- 
ited to 40 per cent of the market 
value or 80 per cent of the lowest 
price in three years, the federal 
experts changed the latter to 100 
per cent. 
Where the marginal requirements 


previously would have been made 
applicable on all outstanding brok- 
ers accounts and bank loans on se- 
curities on October 1, 1934, the re- 
vised draft shifts this date to Jan- 
uary 1, 1939. 
The newly projected requirements 


however, would go into effect on 
all marginal transactions made aft- 
er October 1, 1934. 


As another major change in the 
marginal trading section, the new 
measure would place control of it 
in the federal reserve board. 


Despite heated objections from 


exchange officials, however, the 
new draft would place the federal 
trade commission in charge of ad- 
ministration of the rest of the 
measure. Membership of the com- 
mission would be enlarged from 
five to seven. The margin super- 
vision shift was made in order to 
keep credit control centralized in 
one agency. 
Other changes made in the re- 


vised measure include: 


Excluding banks making loans on se- 
curities from the previously proposed def- 
inition of broker. 
Puts burden of proof on the plaintiff 
in suits for recovery because of mislead- 
ing information, with the defendant re- 
quired to show only good faith. 


Allows brokers to be odd-lot dealer* »nd 
lets 
specialists 
be 
either 
broker 
or 
dealer exclusively, whereas the original 
oanned brokers as dealers and specialists 
from trading in their own account. 
Lifsts projected ban on dealings on ex- 
changes in unlisted securities until March 
1, 1935, on securities already so traded 


Allows Federal trade commission to Tar; 
the originally strict requirements for fre- 
quent financial statements from corpora- 
tions which list securities. 
Alters projected power for commission 
to suspend trading on any exchange for 
a period of emergency so as to make 
presidential approval necessary for such 
action, 
Limit, Imposition of rules to exchanges 
which have failed to adopt satisfactory 
rules- 
Leaves short selling and stop-loss or- 
ders to regulation of commission with- 
out specifically banning them.

LD Jim Reed of Missouri ain't the man he used 
to be. Apparently, age is slipping up on him. 


There was a time when the fire of his voice could 
light the United States senate, bring every senator 
to his seat with expectant interest, and pack the 
galleries with people. For in fighting trim, there 
was no better man in Washington than the tempest- 
uous Missourian, who never hesitated to take issue 
with anyone, from the president on down, when his 
heart and his conscience inspired him to differ. 


In Kansas City, there is a fair-sized brawl on 


in the form of a city election. The same leaders in 
the reform group which cleaned up on Tammany 
hall hi New York City is out to lift the scalp of 
Pendergast machine. We know nothing about "Boss" 
Pendergast, except that he brings home the bacon 
when it comes to votes, and since his ascension to 
power in Kansas City politics, he has had that city 
under his thumb. 
Those opposing him have in- 


sisted he and Jiis associates resort to all of the 
traditional old gang methods of intimidation at the 
polls, voting huge blocs and groups, and everything 
that goes with gang politics. Whether he has been 
guilty of any or all of these charges, we can not 
say;, but the fact remains Kansas City still appears 
to be a well-governed community with moderate tax 
expenditures. 


Perhaps Mr. Pendergast may be a good boss, 


because there can be good bosses as well as bad. If 
he is a good boss then, the objection comes to boss 
rule In politics, which is repugnant to American 
ideals, menacing to clean government, presenting 
always a temptation to fraud and corruption, 
and 


finally dangerous to the perpetuity of political 
parties. 


It was on this scene which Ex-Senator Reed 


came as the big gun in the campaign to smash the 
youth movement, endeavoring to smash the Pender- 
gast regime. Mr. Reed spoke of this youth move- 
ment as an alleged reform effort, and he said the 
people of Kansas City owed Tom Pendergast then- 
thanks. "I have seen alleged reform movements 
come and go, and without exception, they never have 
given this city a good administration." 


Granting what Ex-Senator Reed says is true, 


what does it prove? The answer to such foolishness 
was given in the United States senate only a few 
days ago by Senator Norris of Nebraska in dis- 
cussing another subject, when he reminded his col- 
leagues that it was no defense to fall back upon the 
sins and errors of the republican party in order to 
justify an unjustifiable practice by democrats. The 
constant aim of government should be improvement. 
It never will be perfect at the best. 


But when Jim Reed sneers and scoffs at youth, 


when he ridicules its aspirations^ he overlooks one 
of the fundamental facts of human origin, which 
is surprising in him, canny student of human nature 
that he is. Old age may be stripped of its idealism. 
It may become hardened and cynical. It may loose 
its hope and its' faith and surrender abjectly to what 
it believes Is the inevitable. Youth is never that 
way. It is hopeful and buoyant. It has fine faith 
untouched by constant, continuous rebuff and dis- 
appointment. It may be confused and misled, but 
there is the fine distinction that its thoughts are 
clean and wholesome, its goal 'high, its enthusiasm 
inspiring, its faith refreshing. And what is youth to 
think of this nation it came upon in recent years? 
It schooled and prepared itself for usefulness, only 
to find itself denied opportunity. It expected to do 
a ml work, and yet thousands and thousands who 
came from colleges and universities and from the 
public schools since 1939 find themselves without a 
job, without the prospect of one. sentenced to en- 
forced idleness and wastefulness of ability. The up- 
rising of youth embraced in this movement gets its 
teal strength from that fact. It feels with justifica- 
tion that those handling affairs have made a sorry 
mess of it. It demands voice and recognition. It 
insists that principles of honor and honesty 
were 


abandoned in the loose and reckless years and al- 
though it may bungle and It may make its own mis- 
takes, it is demanding that these principles be re- 
Tired. 


Any of the old leaders who fail to sense this 


spirit stirring the youth of America overlook a force 
which is destined to play an important pan in the 
next few years.

In times like these, alertness to changing con- 


ditions is a business asset second to none. 
The 


property owner or merchant who most readily ad- 
justs himself to them is the one who will forge 
ahead in the process of general recovery. 


GREAT TAX EXEMPTIONS. 


TTWENTY-SEVEN per cent of all of the property 
m. hi Lancaster county entirely escapes taxation, 
according to figures compiled by J. R. C. Miller, 
deputy county assessor. The value of the property 
upon which no taxes are paid is greater than that 
of all personal property which does pay taxes. 
It 


amounts to the startling sum of $48,836,863, while all 
assessed personal property in the county is valued 
at only $35,396,030. 


People were aware that property of immense 


value was exempt from contributing anything toward 
the support of government, but it is probable that 
few realized that that thus escaping was of such 
stupendous value as Mr. Miller's figures disclose. A 
problem is here presented which must be solved if 
;he people of this state are to continue to depend 
upon property taxes as their principal source of 
revenue. 


It 
goes without saying that whenever some 


property escapes taxation, the burden on all other 
properties must be correspondingly heavy. So taxes 
n Lancaster county are at least 25 per cent higher 
;han they would be if all were on the same basis. 


What was considered by those who had given 


the matter considerable thought and study to be a 
fair and reasonable bill was presented to the last 
legislature, providing for the elimination of many 
classes of property which are now on the free list, 
but it was defeated through the efforts of those en- 
ioying exemptions, many of whom this newspaper 
>elieves were mistaken in the position they assumed. 


No doubt similar .measures will be presented in 


the coming session of the legislative body and, people 
having since become better informed, it is not im- 
probable that it will be more successful than 
the 


arlier one. In any event, it is well to keep the 
matter before the people, so that they may know 
one of the reasons why the taxes of which they com- 
plain are as high as they are. 


Other revenue measures are also certain to be 


aefore the legislature, but the property tax will re- 
main. That being the case those who pay the bills 
should see to it that the present discrimination is 
a some extent done away with and that some of 
;he millions of property which now escape find their 
way to the assessment rolls.

THE FRANKING ABUSE. 
OFFICIAL bulk mail now going out of Washington 


daily has increased fifty tons over that of a 


year ago, Drew Pearson declares. The average daily 
outgo of this type of mail is around 175 tons, with 
official letters numbering between 350-and 400,000. 


By a little arithmetic, it may be seen that on 


this basis, the franked matter for which the postal 
department pays the bill aggregates 63,875 tons an- 
nually, or 127,750,000 pounds. On this, the govern- 
ment pays for its transportation to destination. It 
pays for the preparation of the material enclosed, 
either typewriting or printing. It pays for the sup- 
plies. A vast amount of it meets the ignoble fate of 
being tossed into the waste basket without examina- 
tion. 


One of the first steps Postmaster General Parley 


should take in effecting economies in this department 
is to eliminate the abuse of franked matter. 
He 


will be able to save much more than to impose 
additional rigid economies upon postal employes. 


REAL HELP FOR AGRICULTURE. 


EDUCTION of the interest rate charged by fed- 
• eral intermediate credit banks, from 3 to 2tt 


per cent, should prove a great help to farm debtors. 
It will justify a corresponding cut in the interest 
rates on loans secured by livestock, grain and other 
farm assets. 


Interest on land-secured debts has already been 


forced downward through the operation .of federal 
farm loan agencies. The new concession on produc- 
tion credits brings them into line with mortgage bor- 
rowings based on real estate. 


By these means, no less than through the medium 


of cash advances made by the government to fann- 
ers on their crops and animals, agriculture has been 
placed on a much better footing than it was a year 
ago. or even a few months ago. 


The speed of business recovery win depend on the 


building up of farm purchasing power and the ability 
of farm debtors to meet their obligations. A great 
deal of progress has already been made. The agri- 
cultural west stands to benefit very substantially 
from all governmental measures employed to accom- 
plish these ends. 


Gt.TIi.VG RID OF USELESS OVERHEAD. 


WNGENTJTTY bom of lean returns on real estate 
M investments during the recent depression years is 
helping to bring some of them bade to a basis where 
they Kill at least yield sufficient income to pay 
taxes and expense of upkeep, even though the profit 
element be still lacking. 


A conspicuous example of this is the alteration 


of a 14-story office skyscraper braiding at Chicago 
by tearing down the largely antenanted twelve tipper 
floors and remodeling the lower part into neat and 
sightly business carters.

The god- 
less man is de- 
picted as a fool 
walking in paths 
leading to mis- 
ery and death. 


Profound religious convictions of 
this kind were challeneged by the 
seeming prosperity of transgressors. 
Both in the Book of Wisdom and 
also in the canonical Book of Pro- 
verbs that prosperity is manifestly 
a problem difficult to solve. Yet the 
authors are careful to indicate its 
ephemeral nature and 
disastrous 
consequences. 
In both -books there is the same 
concept of wisdom as consisting of 
something more than a divine at- 
tribute, as constituting almost a per- 
sonal being present with the Eternal 
God when he formed the world and 
able by its excellence to show the 
way of life to the children of men. 
Yet such images, though clothed in 
beautiful and appealing words, rep- 
resent only abstract ideas. 
Perhaps you have read the Books 


of the Maccabees. The story of tneir 
gallant resistance to the tyranny of 
a foreign monarch who attempted 
to destroy Israel's nationality and 
religion is more interesting than 
many a romance of adventure. It 
may be safely said that though the 
Apocryphal books are not equal to 
the best of the canonical scriptures 
they nave great literary,

In Dr. R. T. Glover's "The World 


and the New Testament" I find 
this sentence, "life seems to call for 
organization and then dies of it. 
How do you interpret it? 


ANSWER. 
The term "organization" has sev- 


eral uses all of which denote the 
various forms life must have for its 
expression. As an example take the 
human body. It precedes the soul 
and you cannot in this life have a 
soul without a body. Yet though 
lirst in the physical order it is last 
in the spiritual order. In 
other 


words the body exists for the soul, 
not the soul for the body. The body 
also dies and leaves the soul free at 
a given stage in its development to 
pursue its ownward way. 
In human institutions 
organiza- 
tions are intended to give concrete 
shape to men's conceptions and im- 
pulses. Because as Aristotle 
said, 
man is political being he organ- 
izes and reveres the state. By the 
same token, as a religious being he 
organizes and reveres his church, be 
this which it may. 
Our Lord's ministry to life was 
one 
of inwardness 
and 'power. 


Nevertheless tne new creation He 
achieved in the race took shape in 
His church. With her growth came 
rules, doctrines and practices. These 
in turn excited debate, the inflexible 
and uncompromising groups in the 
church being opposed to tho church 
being opposed to those disposed 
toward adaptation to new condi- 
tions. 
Whenever the spirit of the church 
was threatened by its 
concrete 
forms, conflicts ensued. The old or- 
ders died and new ones took their 
place. TiUs^process is in operation 
today. Note the slow but sure de- 
cline of purely sectarian and an- 
tionalistic religious groups and in- 
situations. In these Dr. Glover s 
wise utterance is fulfilled.

republican, Nebraska, to 
eliminate political recommendations 
as to the personnel of the Home 
Owners Loan corporation. 


Norris asserted the corporation 
was "a political machine, rotten to 
the core." Senator Neely, democrat. 
West Virginia, replied the Nebrss- 
kan's amendment was "the worst 
series of hum-buggery ever prac- 
ticed on the American people."

Stunner Tells of Attempt 


Control the Milk

CHICAGO, 
March 20—W>—The 
state of Illinois has ended, after 
39 days of testimony, its parade 
of witnesses in the "racket con- 
spiracy" trial of Dr. 
Benjamin 


Squires, economist; Aaron Sapiro, 
New York lawyer; Alderman Oscar 
Nelson and 15 others. More than 
200 witnesses have testified. 
The state's last important wit- 
ness was the 84-year-old Steve C 
Sumner, whose story of defying the 
"Capone gang"'spiced yesterday's 
court session. 
Sumner's story dealt with the 


milk drivers' union, a prosperous 
labor group of which he was the 
head. Its treasury held a million 
dollars which, Sumner said, labor 
racketeers eyed enviously. 
Murray Humphreys, one of the 
aces in the Capone gang deck, 
made a definite bid for control 
of the union, Summer testified. 


"Humphreys told me that the 
prohibition racket would soon be 
over and that his outfit wanted a 
place to put its men.
